RUSSIAN ARMY 
FALLING BACK. 


Already the headquarters of the Rus- 
sian western army has been removed 
to Smolensk, more than fifty miles fur- 
ther into the interior than Mohilev, the 
former headquarters town. The Ger- 
mans are approaching the line of the 
Beresina, about sixty miles east of 
Minsk, in this sector. To the north 
they have reached Walk, in Livonia, 
ninety miles northeast of Riga, and are 
continuing to move eastward in Es- 
thonta. In Volhynia they have occu- 
pied Dubno, the remaining stronghold 
of the Volhynian fortress triangle in 
their advance toward Kiev, which, how- 
ever, is still more than 175 miles dis- 
tant. ‘ 

In Turkish Armenia the Turks have 
begun an offensive, which is declared 
to have been started before the ex- 
piration of the armistice. They are 
‘reported driving the Russians east- 
ward along the Black sea coast, occu- 
pying Platana, fifteen miles west of 
Trebizond, apparently cutting off a 
Fuussian force which had assembled for 
the evacuation already in progress.

Washington, February 23.—A price 
of $2.20 a bushel—the same as for last 
years crop—was fixed by President 


Wilson tonight for the coming season's 
wheat yield. The price is for No. 1 
northern spring wheat at Chicago, with 
a scale of differentials for other mar- 
kets. The differentials differ to a 
slight extent from those now operative 
and range from a minimum of $2 to a 
maximum of $2.28. 

In fixing a price now for the new 
crop, which will not be harvested unti! 
June, the president was believed to 
have had two objects in view. The-. 
irst¥was to halt legislation pending 

Cc ress to fix prices at from $2.25 
to $3."mand the other was to stinnrilate 
spring “planting. 

The introduction of the price-raising 
bills ha@ begun to check the flow of 
wheat t¢@ market, and food administra- 
tion officials feared that mills soon 
would have to close down. Hoping the 
legislation would pass, farmers, ft is 
declared, have been refusing to sell at 
the present price of $2.20. 


PRICE TO DRAW 
WHEAT TO MARKET. 


In enacting the food control] law 
congress put a guaranteed price of $2 
on mext season’s crop, and this has 
been construed as a minimum price. To 
draw wheat to market, the president 
fixed a price of $2.20 on last season's 
yield, and it had this effect until the 
price-raising bills were introduced. 

Then the flow began to stop. 

Food administration officials have 
declared that if the bills passed the 
government would be forced to raise 
present prices to the new levels, and 
that to do so would upset the food ad- 
ministration’s flour and bread pro- 
gram.  . 
The prices fixed, the president. des = 
clared, would assure the producer of™® ~™ 
a reasonable profit.

Kc “This guaranteed price assures 
a the farmer of a reasonable profit, 
ig even if the war should end within 
the year and the large stores of 
grain in those sections of the 
world that are now cut off from 
transportation should again come 
into competition with his prod- 
ucts. To increase the price of 
wheat above the present figure, or 
to agitate any increase of price 
would have the effect of very se- 
riously hampering the large opera- 
tions of the nation and of the allies 
by causing the wheat of last year’s 
crop to be withheld from the mar- 
ket. It would, moreover, dislocate 
all the present wage levels that 
have been established after much 
anxious discussion and would, 
therefore, create an industrial un- 
rest and would be harmful to every 
industry in the country. 

“TI know the spirit of our farm- 
ers and have not the least doubt as 
to the loyalty with which they will 
accept the present decision. The 
} fall wheat planting, which fur- 
nishes two-thirds of our wheat 
production, took place with no oth- 
; er assurance than this and the 
farmers’ confidence was demon- 
strated by the fact that they plant- 
ed an acreage larger than the rec- 
: ord of any preceding year, larger 
| by two million acres than the sec- 
on@ largest record year, and seven 
million acres more than the aver- 
age for the five years before the 
outbreak of the European war. 


WHY WHEAT 
IS PICKED. 


“It seems not to be generally 
understood why wheat is picked 
out for price determination, and 
only wheat, among the cereals. 
The answer is that, while normal 
distribution of all our farm prod- 
ucts has been subject to great dis- 
turbances during the last three 
years because of war conditions, 
only two important comodities, 
mamely. wheat and sugar, have 
been so seriously affected as to re- 
quire governmental intervention. 

“The disturbances which affect 
these products (and others in less 
degree) arise from the fact that 
| all of the overseas shipping in the 
| world is not under government con- 
trol and that the government is 
obliged to assign tonnage to each 
commodity that enters into com- 
mercial overseas traffic. It has, 
consequently, been necessary to 
establish single agencies for the 
purchase of the food supplies which 
must go abroad. The purchase of 
wheat in the United States for for- 
eign use i# 80 great volume in com- 
parison with the available domestic 
supply that the price of wheat has 
been materially disturbed and it 
became necessary, in order to pro- 
tect both the producer and the con- 
sumer, to prevent speculation. It 
was necessary, therefore, for the 
government to exercise a measure 
of direct supervision and as far 
as possible to control purchases of 
wheat and the processes of its ex- 
portation. This supervision neces- 
sarily amounted to price-xing and 
I, therefore, thought it fair and 
wise that there should be a price 


atated that should be at once lib- 
eral and equitable. 

“Those peculiar circumstances 
governing the handling and con- 
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sumption of wheat put the farmer 
at the very center of war service. 
Next to the soldier himself, he is 
serving the country and the world 
and serving. it in a way which is 
absolutely fundamental to his own 
future safety and prosperity. He 
sees this and can be relied upon 
as the soldier can. 


FARMER GIVING 
MEN TO ARMY. 


“The farmer is also contributing 
men to the army, and I am keenly 
alive to the sacrifices involved. 
Out of 13,800,000 men engaged in 
farm industries, 205,000 have been 
drafted, or about 1.48 per cent of 
the whole number. In addition to 
these, there have been volunteers,

MONEY REQUIREMENTS 
OF PUBLIC UTILITIES 


To Be Discussed at a Confer- 
ence to Be Held in Wash- 
ington. 


Washington, February 23.—Further 
consideration of the financial needs of 
public utilities will be given by the 
government at a conference here 
Thursday between the federal reserve 
board’s capital issues committee and 
representatives of state and local com- 
missions having jurisdiction over pub- 
lic service corporations. Although the 
capital issues committee’s principal in- 
terest will be to ascertain in what 


ways public utilities mee curtail ex- 
penses during the war, it is believed 
certain there will be considerable dis- 
cussion of utilities’ predicament, 
pinched between rising operation costs 
and difficulty in market securities and 
reluctance of public authorities to act 
promptly on requests for higher rates. 

The conference will have special 
significance at this time in view of the 
recent correspondence between Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary McAdoo in 
his capacity as head of the treasury 
and director of the nation’s finances. 
The secretary has not yet found it 
necessary to act on the resident's 
suggestion that he communicate with 
local authorities in specific cases where 
it appeared that public utilities’ cases 
were not being considered as promptly 
as appeared necessary, although a 
number of requests for the exercise 
of this championing function have been 
received by Mr. McAdoo. 

The secretary is represented as hop-

Worked in Secret, 
In his testimony today Mr. Ohlinger 
made it plain that he did not desire to 
create the impression that all members 
of the alliance ‘were conscious of hav- 
ing worked against the interests of the 
United States. The real propagandists 
in the organization, he said, worked in 
secret, and in a subtle way urged the 
individual members to further the in- 
terests of Germany. The entrance of 
the United States into the war, how- 
ever, had curtailed their activities, Mr. 
Ohlinger added. 
The witness said that a former pres- 
fdent. of the alliance, C. J. Hexamer, 
of Philadeluhia, received from Em- 
peror William in 1904 the Fourth Or- 
der of the Red Eagle for his “services 
to German kultur’ in the United 
States. It was Hexamer, he asserted, 
who eent telegraphic messages to the 
presidents of the state alliances, in- 
structing them to wire President Wil- 
son that a majority of the citizens of 
their states opposed any drastic action 
against Germany as the result of the 
sinking of the Lusitania. 
Preceding the national political con- 
ventions in 1916, the witness contin- 
ued, the alliance worked arcainst the 
renomination of President Wilson and 
urged its members to aid in bringing 
the defeat of Theodore Roosevelt for 
the republican nomination, both on 
the theory that neither favored “strict 
neutrality,” and that both were op- 
posed to German interests in this 
country. 

Letter te German-Americans. 

A letter addressed to German-Amer- 
icans in this country, published tn an 
alliance bulletin issued fn Chicago, Mr. 
Ohlinger said, urged all citizens of 
German descent to vote “only for those 
who favored Germanism.” That let- 
ter, he sald, was written thy former 
Representative Bartholdt. of Missouri, 
who was active in obtainine passare 
of the bill giving the alliance its 
charter.

Julv, 1917, the witness told the com- 
mittee, a writer decianred that everv 
German in the Tinitted States is an 
pioneer tn German kultur, and that he 
should be proud of it as a means of 
showing hie lovalty to his native 
country.

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‘BACKED BY LABOR 


Will Consent Only to Just 
Peace—League of Nations 
Is Urged. 


London, February 23.—The inter-al- 


sessions here today, has accepted the 
war aims program as enunciated by 
British labor December 28, and the 
next step probably wil¥ be the calling 
of an international conference at an 
early date, including both labor and 
socialism. 

At a luncheon given today in honor 
of the foreign delegates to the confer- 
enee, Arthur Henderson, former mem- 
ber of the war cabinet and leader of the 
labor party, described these aims as 
meaning the establishment of a league 
of nations, involving international co- 
operation for disarmament and _ the 
prevention of warfare in the future, 
the restoration of Belgium, SePbia, Ru- 
mania and Montenegro, and only terri- 
torial changes in the future based on 
justice and right. 

Mr. Henderson declared that the 
neace aimed at was of the peoples and 
that the peoples must stand behind it, 
and he added that labor was prepared 
to go on with the war until all the 
conditions insisted upon for a perma- 
nent peace were met. 

Te Get Matter Before Teutons. 

James Ramsay MacDonald, socialist 
and labor member of parliament, said 
that the next step of labor and social- 
ism was to bring the matter before the 
German and Austrian people them- 
selves. 

The program as adopted corresponds 
in general to the declarations of Presi- 
dent Wilson and Premier Lloyd-George. 
it has the support of the socialist and 
labor parties of England, France, Italy, 
Belgium, Portugal, Rumania and South 
Africa. The social revolutionary, or 
minimalist Russians telegraphed an 
endorsement of British labor’s war aims 
and added that they had tried to send 
delegates to London, but that Leon 
Hrotzky, the Bolshevik foreign minis- 
ter, had refused passports. 

The discussions of the conference's 
war aims were enlivened by the diver- 
gent views expressed by various dele- 
gations, particularly the Italian, on the 
subject of territorial adjustments, but 
a fairly satisfactory compromise or 
generalization was reached in each case 
where a disagreement was threatened. 
The general tone of the conferepgce was 
in no way pacifist or pro-German, and 
the discussions révealed a sincere re- 
solve among widely separated factions 


to reach unity. 

The program which- finally resulted 
was passed unanimously. The French 
delegate, Albert Thomas, the former 
minister of munitions, declared: 

“The war aims as outlined are the 
absolute minimum which we will ac- 
cept and if anybody tries to foist on us 
a peace not embodying these terms, it 
will mean a revolution which will not

This usage of the term has gained a 
place in modern English, as lexicog- 
raphers agree.

“An intelligent being, especially a 
spiri. not embodied; as the intelli- 
gences of the unseen world; the Su- 
preme Intelligence.” 

The word is current as connoting (1) 
the mental capacity to know and un- 
derstand; (2) knowledge itself, or the 
thing that is known and understood; 
and (3) th. person who knows and un- 
derstands. Beside these there are 
other minor usages.

It sounded 
like a dull explosion to me, but the 
engine I was working, on was making 
considerable noise. turned around 
to speak to the engineer and call his 
attention to what I had seen, and 
when I turned back, there was a blaze 
extending upward from the dome of 
the tank car on which I had seen the 
two men.” 


Statement by Starnes. 
City Detective J. N. Starnes, who tn- 
vestigated the explosion, gave the fol- 
lowing testimony: 


“The building which was destroyed had 
a frontage of about 60 feet on Marietta 
street, and ran back to the railroad—a 
distance of only 30 or x5 feet. Immediately 
in the rear of this building there was a 
tank car, which on Wednesday morning, 
was derailea. The track at that point was 
all covered with brick and mortar from 
the fallen back wall of the building. and 
it was my understanding that the car had 
become derailed in an effort to pull it out 
of this debris to a point farther away from 
the flames. A tank car is constructed like 
@® large cylinder laid on ita side, and on 
top of it ia a dome on which a cap or cover 
is supposed to be screwed down. Wednes- 
day this cap was net screwed down nor 
was it tightly over the opening in the 
dome, It was lying upon the dome, but not 
sO as to entirely close the opening."

From Dome of Tank. 


Captain E. J. Setz, of No. 16 fire com- 
pany, gave the following teatimony:

This latter flame had somewhat the shape 
of a half-moon and looked as if the dome 
cap had been either slipped to one side of 
the dome or having been ‘dropped upon 
the dome had not covered the entire open- 
ing.

be hatched, which will require about 
five hundred eggs. If these eggs are to 
be produced from the home flock, there 
should be at least twenty good breed- 
ers for the purpose. These should be 
the very best birds possible to. select 
If the hatch- 
ing is to be done with hens, it will re- 
quire about thirty hens as sitters. It 
will be possible, however, to double up 
on the rearing of the chicks. In other 
words, for every two hens which are 
set, only one hen need be left to rear 
the chicks. Im order to have the re- 
quired number of hens ready for sitting 
in time, it is essential that birds be 
started laying at the earliest possible 
date. This means especial care, feed, 
and the best of accommodations. To 
realize the production of one hundred 
eggs per hen, the breeders from which 
hatching eggs are selected must them- 
selves be very good producers. 


The Turkey Crop. 


Mrs. Edith L. Master in her “Facts 
and Fanclies,” in The Ameri@an Fan- 
cier, calls attention to the turkey crop 
as follows: 

No crop that farmers can raise will 
pay any better returns during the next 
few years than the breeding of pure- 
bred turkeys. 

Even at market price of $7 to $19 
per head in eight months turkeys 
vield a better price for labor and 
money expended than does any other 
variety of poultry (unless we except 
pure-bred geese and ducks). 

Outside of the care given them, the 
expense in rearing out small flocks 
of turkeys this past season was very 
light. They practically obtained their 
own living on the farm during the 
summer months and raised a second 
brood of poults in the fall. 

Our twelve bronze turkeys eight 
months old were sold in market for 
nearly $100. Several of the young 
gobblers weighed over 20 pounds. 

The second brood was sold for 
broilers and brought a good price. 

We could not help but notice the dif- 
ference in the size and the appearance 
of the pure-bred turkey when dressed 
for market compared with the mongrel 
bird. It pays to buy good vigorous 
stock and pure-bred stock. We say 
this, for we-know what we are talking 
about. We believe that the only kind 
of poultry to raise is pure-bred poultry 
or, we should say, standard-bred poul- 
try, but in these days, the utility craze 
seems to have taken possession of 
many of our would-be fanciers. 

If Europe takes one-half or even 
one-third of our poultry in the future 
it follows that the remaining two- 
thirds will rise in value besides which 
it is certain that a shortage will exist 
in the supply actually meeded for our 
use. 

Of all forms of animal industry the 
breeding of pure-bred stock should 
prove the most profitable during the 
next few years. Grain is high, we 
know, but the time is coming when 
poultry and eggs will soar in price 
and it will be the fanciers who have 
stuck to the business regardlegs of 
the present price of grain, who will 
reap the harvest.

How the Boys Are Taught. 

The film shows methods of instruct- 
ing farm boys, and in some instances 
girls, who have joined the agricultural 
clubs, how to raise better pigs and the 
methods used by club members in car- 
rying out instructions. The first les- 
son taught in the film story is that it 
costs no more to feed and care for the 
pig of carefully selected stock than

Hatch Early. | 


In its campaign to increase poultry 


production the United States 
ment of agriculture puts special em- 
phasis upon the importance of early 
hatching, because that is the key to the 
whole situation. While chickens can be 
hatched at any time of the year, it is 
tne chickens hatched early in the apring 
that give the best results. Unless a 
special effort is made to hatch early 
on the farms throughout the country 
the hatching season coincides too close- 
ly with the planting season, and hatch- 
ing ee are reduced on that ac- 
coun 


Karly Hatching Gives Best Results. 

Harly-hatched chickens give the best 
results because they are, as a rule, the 
strongest and most vigorous, They are 
produced from egés laid while the 
hens are in their best breeding condi- 
tion. After a long period of laying, 
hens lose something of their vitality 
and their capacity to transmit vigor to 
their offspring, and so late-hatched 
chickens are, on the whole, decidedly 
inferior to early-hatched in inherited 
vigor and constitution. 

Because tney are more thrifty and 
vigorous, early-hatched chickens make 
quicker, better, and cheaper growth 
than late chickens. Thrifty chickens 
get more from a given quantity of feed 
than others. Weak and undersized of- 
ten consume as much feed as much 
aneene and better-developed birds and 
still make no perceptible growth. 
Early Chicks Withstand Summer Heat. 

Early chickens velop before sum- 
mer to the stage where they can with- 
stand extreme heat and the attacks 
of parasites, which é€ most numerous 
and troublesome in*hot weather. Late 
chickens are likely to be caught by se- 
vere heat just at the stage of their 
growth when heat is most debilitating 
to them. In their weakened condition 
they then become an easy prey to lice 
and mites, their growth is interrupted, 
and when the cold, wet weather comes 
in the fall they are peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to it. Vigorous early chicks 
find the coolness stimulating and are 
not injured by the dampness. 


Reduces Hatching Risks. 
Early natcoing reduces the risks due 
to the vicissitudes of hatching. When 
eggs do not hatch well early in the 
season there is time to find the reason 
for poor hatching and correct it before 
the season is too far advanced to get 
reasonably early chicks in the numbers 
desired. In that case poor produc- 
tion may not be reduced at all, and egg 
production is retarded only a few 
weeks. When late hatching is not sat- 
isfactory the crop of poultry is cut 
short and egg production fails. 
Early-hatched cockerels are ready for 
the market when prices are highest 
Early-hatched pullets lay when prices 
of eggs are highest.

Proper depth the first plowing or 
reaking can be given. For manure 
it is best to use good manure from the 
cow lot with not too much litter in it, 
though if the soil be of a heavy clay 
type and not well suited for garden 
purposes the more coarse litter one 
can incorporate with it the better. On 
such a soil, too, where they can be 
obtained, a topdressing of cinders 
which is later mixed with the soil will 
be of untold value; we notice on our 
own garden where the ashes from a 
coal stove have been put from time to 
time that the soil nearest to the house 
and on which such ashes have been 
more generally placed is mulch moze 
friable than soil at opposite end of t 
garden. Use plenty of manure befor 
Plowing and supplement with fe 
tilizers put down in the rows at plant- 
ing time; the garden soil should 
and must be the best on the place and 
unless it is now of good fertility, it 
should be given overdoses of good en- 
riching material to bring it up to 
where it will give proper returns for 
the work which must necessarily be 
spent upon it. 


We usually break but a small sec- 
tion of our garden for the first plant- 
ing; at this time the soil is still cold 
and wet and plowing can be done but 
to shallow depth and as but a few 
crops are to be planted very early, 
there is no need of plowing the entire 
garden until later. On a town lot of

For 
early garden we plant the round 
smooth peas, following these in a week 
Or ten days by the wrinkled varieties 
Onion seed can be planted early and 
must be if a good crop is expected 
from seed since the crop must be made 
when weather is cool and Oisture 
plentiful; hot, dry weather stops the 
growth and a crop of onion sets is 
the result, but from early Planting on 
rich land a crop of well formed onions 
will result that will keep much better 
than onions from sets. Lettuce, beets 
carrots, salsify and such things can 
also be planted early: we use, radishes 
to mark the rows af such things as are

While it is best not to rush the 
planting of the garden too fast, those 
who take a chance on some things of- 
{ten win out; for instance though they 
;can not be planted as early as peas, 
}turnips or the other things mentioned 
beans and sweet corn can be put in 
when it is still risky—some times one 
wins and sometimes one loses on this. 

Those who have not a turnip patch 
should by all means plant seed for 
one at the earliest possible moment. as 
the plants are hardy, except against 
severe freezing weather and we hope 
there will be no more severe cold waves 
this winter. Mustard, rape and spinach 
can also be planted and cabbage plants 
from cold frames or hotbeds if properly 
hardened off can soon be transplanted 
into the open. 


Early Tomatoes, 


While most home gardeners suoceed 
very well in the growing of turnips, 
and a few standard early crops they 
fall down when it comes to getting an 
early crop of tomatoes. There are two 
essentials to success in this, first an 
early Nd gy and second the starting of 
the plants in a greenhouse or a Fot- 
bed. Not every one has a greenhouse 
but any one can in a few minutes pro- 
vide a hotbed or a make-shift for one. 
First determine the size of hotbed that 
will be adapted to the needs of the 
family in starting tomato, pepper, or 
eggplants and possibly some flower 
seeds that are best started early. Beds 
are,usually laid off in rectangular shape 
6 by 10, 6 by 15, 6 by 25, etc. but one 
4 by 8 to 10 feet will be of much sery- 
ice. Make excavation about two feet 
deep, boarding up the sid 
extending the north walt 
feet above the level of thé ground and 
the so wall but one foot; this gives 
a slo to a window sash which is 
@éross the bed, facilitates the 
entrance of the sun’s rays and provides 
for the running off of the water that 
falls upon the sash in the form rain. 
Whilg window sash to cover the bed is 
very’ desirable and will no doubt give 
better returns than any substitute or 
without one, yet it is possible to get 
ear lants by giving very careful at- 
tent#en to the handling of the bed— 
leaving it open to the sun or clear, 
bright days and keeping covered with 
board covers at night and during cold, 
wet, or nea 4 spells, Under this 
scheme, there is much waste of heat 
rom the manure with a resulting slow- 
er growth of the plants and for this 
feason sash is preferable, Cloth like 
that used on tobacco beds will to some 
extent retain the heat while admitting 
light and alr. 


Having the excavation ready, one 
should now get a good quantity of 
horse manure and fill the pit about to 
the level of the ground surface; let 

e manure remain in a loose open pile 
or a day or so in order to start heat- 
ing, then poe nin the pit and 
cover it with good rich soil about six 
inches in depth, plant the seed not too 
thickly in rows four or fire inches 
part, and keep this soll well sprink!

GERMANS RAIDING 
BRITISH POSITIONS 


Gen. Haig Reports the Re- 


pulse of Attacks at Various 
Points--British Take a Few 


Prisoners. 


London, February 23.—The Ger- 


mans have been raiding the British | 


lines at various points, according to 
the report from Field Marshal Haig’s 
headquarters in‘France tonight. The 
statement says: 

“A hostile raid attempted early this 
morning against our positions on hill 
70 was repulsed with loss. Another 
raiding party, which attacked one of 
our posts last night north of Poel- 
capelle, was driven off by rifle fire 
before reaching our position. A few 
prisoners were brought in by our pa- 
trols on various parts of the front. 

“The enemy's artillery was active 
during the day between Gouzeaucourt 
and the Scarpe valley, and a number 
of points between Lens and Armen- 
tieres and northeast and north of 
Ypres. 

“A successful raid was carried out 
last night by Scottish troops in the 
neighborhood of Monchy Le Preux,” 
says the day war office report “We 
captured a few prisoners. Prisoners 
also were brought in by our patrols 
east of Wytschaete. 

“The hostile artillery was active dur- 
ing the night along the Menin road 
and south of Houtholst forest.” 


GERMAN POSITIONS 
RAIDED BY FRENCH. 


Paris, February 23.—French troops 
last night raided the German positions 
north of the Ailette river and in the 
Champagne, the war office announced 
today. Prisoners and war material 
were brought back by the French. 

The statement reads: 

“North of the River Ailette French 
troops last night penetrated the Ger- 
man lines as far as the neighborhood 
of Chevrigny and returned with ma- 
teria] and 25 prisoners, including two 
officers. 

“In the Champagne French detach- 
ments also penetrated the trenches of 
the enemy. About ten prisoners re- 
mained in our hands. 

“On the rest of the front the night 
was calm.” 

The war office 
night reads: 

“There was no infantry action. Quite 
violent artillery duels took place 
northwest of Bezonvaux and at sev- 
eral points in upper Alsace. 

“Aviation: From February 11 _ to 
February 20 sixteen German air- 
planes and two captive balloons were 
destroyed by our chase airplanes, and 
four others were brought down by the 
fire of our special guns. In the same 
period, in addition, twenty-one enemy 
machines, seriously damaged in aerial 
fighting, fell inside their ownft lines. 

“Eastern Theater, February 22: 
There was intermittent artillery ac- 
tivity west of the Vardar, allied avia- 
tors carried out bombardments against 
enemy cantonmente west of . Demir 
Hissar and directed machine gun fire 
against the defenders of the Bulgarian 
trenches south of Gievgell.”

SUBMARINE SINKS - 
SPANISH STEAMER 


Mar-Caspio Bound to mia! 

York With Cork — Third 
Spanish Victim in Less 
Than Four Weeks. 


Maérid, February 23.—The Spanish. 
has been sunk 


steamer Mar-Caspio 
by a submarine, on her way to New 
York with a cargo of cork. The crew 
was picked up by the Spanish steamer 
Claudio Lopez y Lopez, which also was 
stopped by the submarine, but later 
was allowed to proceed. 

The captain of the Claudio Lopes ¥ 
Lopez had the greatest difficulty in 
inducing the commander of the subma- 
rine to allow him to continue the voy= 
age. The submarine commander want- 
ed to sink the liner because she was 
carrying a number of cars consigned 
to the Spanish Northern railroad, which 
is partly French owned. 

The Mar-Caspio was a vessel of 2,723 
tons gross, built at Newcastle in 1899 
and owned in Bilboa. 


The sinking of the Spanish steamer 
Mar-Caspio makes the third such ‘0c 
currence in less than four weeks. OD 
January 28 a German submarine sunk 
the Spanish steamer Giralda and on 
February 3 the Spanish steamer Ce- 
ferino was destroyed by a U-boat On 
February 10 the Italian steamship Duca 
di Genova was sunk within Spanish 
territorial waters. 

Madrid advices Thursday reported 
that the Spanish government would 
publish the text of three notes sent 
to the German government concern- 
ing the sinking of the Giralda, Cefer- 
ino and Duca di Genova. In the case 
of thé Italian steamer Spain demanded 
that Spanish territorial waters be re- 
spected. 

Destruction of Spanish steamers by 
German submarines has been becom- 
ing more frequent. Early in Decem- 
ber the Germans announced that the 
submarine barred zone had been ex- 
tended to include the Azores islands 
and in mid-January the zone was ex- 
tended to the Madeira islands and the

From Sheriff and Two 
Deputies. 


Faitfax, S. C., February 23.~-Walter 
Best, a negro, was taken from the 
sheriff and two deputies by a mob of 
100 men this afternoon and hanged to 
a tree by the roadside. He killed Wil- 
liam. Wilson, a young white man, 
about 4:30 o'clock’ this afternoon. 

Sheriff J. B. Morris and two depu- 
ties were taking the negro from Fair- 
fax to the county jail at Barnwell, 


when the mob took the prisoner from 
the automobile in which he was be- 
ing carried, hanged his body ‘to a tree 
and riddied it with bullets. _ 

The slaying of William Wilson oc- 
curfted at a garage operated by J. T. 
Wilson, where William Wilson was em- 
ployed. Best is said to have come to 
the shop with an automobile tire, de- 
manding that it be repaired free of 
charge on the ground that J. T. Wil- 
son, Jr., now a soldier at Camp Jack- 
son, had repaired the tire some time 
ago and guaranteed it. The elder Wil- 
son disclaimed responsibility and re- 
fused to make the repairs without be- 
ing paid for the work. The negro, it 
is declared, thereupon used insulting 
language to the proprietor, who or- 
dered him to leave the premises. On 
Best's refusal to do s0, the younger 
Wilson stepped between the negro and 
J. T. Wilson, the latter being in feeble 
health. William Wilson then reiter- 
ated the demand that the negro leave 
the place, but in stead of complying, 
Best drew a revolver and fired on 
young Wilson at close range with fatal 
effect. 

The negro ran away. but was soon 
captured by a policeman and placed in, 
the town guardhouse. The sheriff was 
notified and with two deputies came 
for the prisoner at once. 

The journey to the county seat was 
begun, but had continued only one 
mile when the mob seized and lynched 
the prisoner.

Rules Governing Gift 
Of Liquor to Soldiers 
Are Made More Drastic 


The only conditions under which a 


citizen may invite a soldier to take 
a drink of liquor is when he is a 
guest in a private home outside of the 
dry zones. A statement issued by the 
law enforcement division of the com- 
mission on training camp activities calls 
attention to erroneous impressions re- 
ceived through reading certain pub- 
lished references to the law. 

It is explained that the old regula- 
tions did not prohibit the gift of liq- 
uor to soldiers except within the dry 
The new regu- 
lation under section 12, absolutely pro- 
hibit the furnishing of liquor to-~ sol 
diers except when they are guests in 
private homes outside the dry zone. 

The new regulation therefore ex- 
tends the field of prohibition with re- 
spect to soldiers over that established 
by the former orders and also is spe- 
ctficall aimed against boot-legging 
and officials of the department declare 
that no subterfuge to evade the new 
regulations will be tolerated.

CANADA IS WORRIED 
BY THE EXCHANGE RATE 


Ottawa, Ont., February 23.—The prob- 
lem of adjusting the unfavorable ex- 
change rate now existing between the 
dominion and the United States is 
one which is seriously engaging the 
attention of the finance department 
and the government here. Canada now 
has an adverse balance of trade with 
the United States of nearly $400,000,000, 
and as a consequence the rate of ex- 
change is very unfavorable to the do- 
minion. The adverse balance is largely 
due to the fact that there is very lit- 
tle wheat movement from this coun- 
try across the border, and that the 
United States has embargoed a long 
list of importe. 

If the adverse rate of exchange can- 
not be adjusted in somewise, it is be- 
lieved Canada will be compelled to 
heavily curtail her imports. As she 
depends on the United States for much 
of the raw material of her munitions 
and other manufactures, this ll be 
somewhat difficult to do to a degree 
which wold be effective. 

It has been suggested that provin- 
cial and municipal bonds might be de- 
posited in the United States against 
a credit to obviate the unfavorable ex- 
change rate.

Thirty-cent cotton in 1918, notwith- 
standing the relative high cost of food 
products and feeds, is, I fear, calcu- 
lated to make us temporarily forget 
our determination to produce enough 
to live at home. 
Along with others, I had overrated 
the progress niade in supplying our 
meat an dmeat food products in 1917. 


When one is daily or weekly in touch; 


with progressive producers he is likely 
to assume that the strides of 
the progressive element represents 
a general average of our progress, 
which, of course, is not true. 
Therefore, a carefully 
statement showing in detail our 
meat and meat food product importa- 
tions enables us to analyze the situa- 
tion, and offers us a foundation for a 
safe, sane and constructive estimate 
as to our actual requirements for the 
immediate future. 

In the following table the first col- 
umn shows the amount of packing 
house products shipped into and sold 
within the state of Georgia in 1916. 


The second column shows, in pounds, 
the amounts of our purchases in 1917. 


The third column shows the number of 
pounds increase or decrease.

Unless we pause and fully grasp the 
immensity of this single item of our 
food bill we shall fail to profit by 
these carefully gathered statistics. 

What It Cost. 

In 1916-we purchased 36,882,681 
pounds of dry salt meats (bellies and 
backs), for which, at 15 cents per 
péund, we paid $5,532,402.15. In 1917 
we purchased 19,942,591 pounds of dry 
salts, which, at an average of 22 cents 
per pound, cost us $4,887,370.02. It re- 


quired 768,789 hogs weighing 200 
pounds each to produce our dry salt 


meat supply in 1916, while in 1917 we 
only called on the balance of Uncle 
Sam's dominions to furnish us in dry 
salt side meats the equivalent of 457,- 
142 hogs weighing 200 pounds each. 

In other words, we produced 63,249,- 
400 pounds more live hogs, or the) 
equivalent’ thereof, in 1917 than in 
1916. 

We purchased 11,152,048 pounds of 
in 1917.

_ SPECIAL, TERM IS CALLED 


— Banks throughout the country 
immediately began to make prepara- 
tions to accommodate the government, 
and as usual the brunt of the accom- 
panying strain fell upon the coun ~ 
money center. Interior institutions for 
the most part lost no time in ene 
down their New York balances, wit 
the result that severe inroads were 
made on the reserves of the clearing 
house banks. Reserves have fallen to 
the lowest figures since the establish- 
ment -of the federal reserve system. 
There has been nothing in the recent 
course of the foreign exchanges to in- 
dicate that peace is near. On the con- 
trary, tendencies opposite to those 
which the mear approach of peace 
would be calculated to evoke have been 
continuously in force during the past 
several days. Of the belligerent remit- 
tances Italian lire have been settling 
to more abnormally lower levels. 
Among the neutral exchanges Swiss 
francs have shown the greatest activ- 
ity, whi has been attended with a 
considerable display of strength. The 
remaining exchanges have developed no 
roe trend, their fluctuations be- 
en within extremely narrow 
mits. 


New Liberty Loan. 


It is almost a foregone conclusion 
that the coming Liberty Loan will bear 
4% per cent interest. Secretary Mc- 
Adoo’s announcement that future 
issues of  oertificates of indebtedness 
put out before the next Liberty Loan 
will carry 4% per cent practically 
makes such an increase certain. The 
secretary has apparently taken cogni- 
zance of the prevailing state of money 
and of the market for outstanding Lib- 
erty Loan issues. Shrewd financial 
observers have all along maintained 
that the prevailing discount on the 
price of the Liberty bonds would com- 
pel the government to allow investors 


fa higher rate on the next issue, and 


it would appear as though their con- 
tentions were about to be fulfilled. No 
doubt the better tone recently dis- 
played by the bonds was partly in an- 
ticipation of Mr. McAdoo’s action. The 
reason for the decline of the 3%s to 
the record low of 84.70 has come to 
light. It was caused by selling on the 
part of those who would not submit to 
the higher interest charge made of 
them by some of the New York banks 
on loans secured by the bonds. The 
loans had been originally made in No- 
vember for ninety days, and upon their 
maturity two weeks ago, or there- 
abouts, the borrowers in some in- 
stances were accorded the privilege of 
renewals, but only on a 4% per cent 
interest basis, as against the previous 
rate of 4 per cent. Liquidation from 
this source was short lived, however, 
and bonds’ soon scored a substantial re- 
covery. 

With the decided change itn the mar- 
ket’s aspect there has been a tendency 
to revive and over-emphasize the im- 
portance of favorable news and to 


iminimize or. disregard the disturbing 


elements. While the passage of the 
railroad control bill will insure the 
provision for the financial needs of the 
carriers, it has been evident all along 
that the president's recommendations 
in this regard would be acted upon. 
The war finance bill is eriticised in 
some quarters as being faulty, but it 
will undoubtedly produce good results. 
Annual earnings statements of numer- 
ous corporations, issued during the 
gweek, made,-as was to be expected, 
brilliant exhépits in the matter of per- 
centages earned for the stocks. What 
was lost sight of, however, was the 
fact that a great many companigs 
showed heavy decreases in cash as 
Zompared with the previous year. With 
eredit restricted by the government 
and on an almost prohibitive basis, 
and cash absolutely needed to meet 


tthe heavy war tax payments which fall 


due in June, the shrinkage in cash bal- 
ances and expansion in inventories 
does not augur well for the mainte- 
nance of some common stock dividends 
at present rates, notwithstanding rec- 
ord-breaking earnings. 

Foreign developments have  con- 
tributed rather to a rejection than a 
strengthening of early peace ideas. Out 
of the bewildering reports from Russia 
came a realization that the junkers in 
Germany are satill able to defy opposi- 
tion sentiment, with decisiveness. Suc- 
cess in bringing Russia to her knees 
notwithstanding the sheer brutality of 
the military policy, may temporarily 
dismay and weaken the reactionaries. 
Press dispatches tndicate that the 
Ukraine grain eupplies at the disposal 
of thecentral powers are solarge that 
transportation facilities cannot be pro- 
vided for all of them It would be 
foolhardy to minimize the importance 
of the decision tn the east or to fail 
in recognizing the bearing which these 
developments may have on the Téu- 
tonic attitude toward peace negotia- 
tions at this time. The Lloyvd-George 
ministry Was been able to keep the 
reins of the government, ‘but the un- 
easiness engendered by the cabinet 
crisis has not been ertirely dissipated. 
It has been a source of much satisfac- 
tion to learn of the influence of the 


United States in the allied councils. 
‘America with her power in arms, men, 
munitions and the sinews of war can 


rand should demand a large voice tn the 


conduct of the war. It is testimony to 
President Wilson's grasp of the situa- 
tion that he has been able to so force- 
fully impress our allies with this. 

No change of importance has been 
apparent in the copper market, which 
m@intains its strong position. The 
conviction is growing that the govern- 
mfent-fixed priced ll be raised to 25 
ecnts a pound. Such action would re- 
célve unanimous indorsement in the 
ttade. The need for stimulating pro- 
diiction to the maximum is recognized 
and it is felt that the government is 
alive to the situation. 

As reports become more specific 
concerning the curtailment of produc- 
tion in the steel industry, it appears 
that it has been more severe than at 
first supposed. The fuel shortage, 
freight blockades, and inclement 
weather combined to reduce opefations 
of mills in some sections, notably eaat- 
ern Pennsylvania, to considerably be- 
Iow 50 per cent of capacity. But hap- 
pily conditions are speedily becoming 
adjusted, and the beginning of this 
week should see operations back 80 
per cent of capacity on the average. 

A demonstration of the pro rtions 
to which the short interest ha own 
in the cotton market was given durin 
the week when the downward tren 
was sharply reversed. The movement 
was started by a rumor that inflden- 
tial congressional leaders were oppos- 
ing the price-fixing program. jése 
were denied later, howevde Some 
beneficial rains have occurred in the 
belt, but subsoil moisture i@ still defi- 
cient in many sections. The labor 
problem is still one of concern.

Chicago, February 23.—Quick shrink - 
age in values took place today on the 
board of trade as soon as new rules 
establishing maximum price limite on 
every commodity were put into effect.

It Is Generally Recognized 
That, Above Everything 
Else, Rolling Stock for Ex- 
isting Roads Must Be Sup- 
plied. : | 


-New York, February 23.—Speculative 
Wall street is now giving its undivid- 
ed attention to the railway equipment 
securities. Baldwin Locomotive  af- 
fords a striking example of the result. 
Last year that stock sold as low as 
$43 a share. On January 15 of this 
year the price was 56%, an advance of 
a fraction more than $13 a share. Last 
week 67% was touched. On Monday of 
this week there was an advance from 
$72 to $80. Thus, at last Monday's 
high price, the holder of a single share 
at last year’s low record had a profit 
of $37, or nearly 90 per cent. Since 
last Monday Baldwin Locomotive, New 
York Air Brake, American Locomotive, 
American Car and Foundry, and other 
railway equipment shares have contin- 
ued very active on a rising scale of 
prices. 

It is not difficult to find the explan- 
ation for the enthusiasm being dis- 
Played by speculative Wall street in 
the shares of industrial companies man- 
ufacturing railway equipment and sup- 


plies. Long before the close of last 
year it became evident that the rail- 
roads of the country were facing a 
crisis; that the supply of transporta- 
tion was not equal to the demand. 
Since then the country has had a pain- 
and costly experience. And each 
day it has become more apparent that 
the transportation trouble was due to 
a shortage of locomotives and freight 
cars. 
Figures published only this week 
show that last year the freight handled 


the country inc 

That increase alone, 

resident of the North- 
western, and’ regional director of the 
Western lin pointed out, is equal to 
“as much as the total traffic handled 
before the war by all the railways of 
Germany, France, Russia, Spain, Hol- 
land, Canada, South Africa, Mexico, Ja- 
an, Brazil, New South Wales. 
That the railroads during the — ive 
years have not only been holding back 
on equipment purchases, but have been 
allowing their locomotives and freight 
care to run down, is now a matter of 


record. 
Ratlroad Cars. 


According to figures published this 
week the railroads owned at the close 
of 1916, 2,578,865 freight cars. The av- 
erage life of a freight car ts fifteen 
years. To e care of the old cars 
which go out of commission each year 
through wear and tear no less than 
173,000 new cars must be purchased 
annually. During the past five years, 
despite the fact that the history of the 
industry shows the country’s volume 
of traffic doubles every ten years, the 
annual purchases of new freight cars 
has averaged only 117,242. Last year 
only 79,367 new freight cars were pur- 
chased. ' 

For the past seventeen years the new 
locomotives purchased have averaged 
3,403 per annum. For the past five 
vears the average has been only 2,391 
creating a deficiency equal to ordinary 
purchases of a year and a half. These 
figures tell their own story as to what 
has been going on for the past five 
years or more. As to the future, this 
is what Director General McAdoo had 
to say on the subject this week in call- 
ing on congress to speed up the pend- 
ing legislation for government operat- 
ing of the railroads during the war: 

“T cannot over-emphasize the urgent 
necessity for prompt action in this 
matter. This is the time of the year 
when the railroads should be placing 
orders for essential equipment and 
making preparation for those improve- 
ments in facilities which will enable 
them to meet the great and urgent 
demands for transportation for which 
they now not only have insufficient 
motive power equipment, but in many 
cases inadequate facilities. It is a 
great task to do the required work in 
time to get the benefits this year.” 

Mr. McAdoo went on record as say- 
ing that by delaying the needed law 
congress was “imperilling the success 
of the war, limiting industrial effict- 
ency and jeopardizing the general pros- 
perity and welfare of the country.” 
With the whole war and industrial sit- 
uation thus hanging on an increase 
in the supply of locomotives and freight 
cars. Wall street sees a great future

centralize, co-ordinate and speed up 
the purchase of railway ‘equipment 
and supplies. 
Equipment Taxed te Limit, 

Beyond a shadow of a doubt, rail- 
way equipment manufacturers are 
going to be kept running at full ca- 
pacity for some time to come. To dis- 
count such conditions is the business 
of speculative Wall street. Before 
buying equipment shares on a margin, 
however, careful stock market specu- 
lators will ask for a ten-year record 
of earnings, depreciation allowance, 
dividends accumulated surplus, to- 
gether with the annual high and low 
stock market record. It is much safer 
to look at these figures which can 
be obtained easily before instead of 
after purchasing. 

Baldwin locomotive is one of the 
best managed railway equipment com- 
panies having shares isted on the 
New York exchange. Here is the stock 
market record Hf those shares since 
they were liste ere:

Baldwin Locomotive earned for its 
common stock for 1916, after allowing 
7 per cent for the preferred ghares, 
no less than 22.9 per cent. For 1916, 
7.1 per cent was earned for the com- 
mon stock; for 1914, only 1.7 per cent 
was earned for the 7 per cent cumu- 
lative preferred shares; for 1913, 13 per 
cent was earned for the common, after 
paying the 7 per cent preferred divi- 
dend; for 1912, 11.5 per cent was earn- 
ed for the common stock. During these 
years of large earning, no dividend 
has ever been paid on the common 
shares, despite the fact that that stock 
sold during the war-order boom of 
1915 as high as 154%. 

Thus it is plain that the shares sold 
too high in 1915, and again in 1916. It 
would seem, however, that the direc- 
tors cannot delay much longer paying 
dividends on the common atock. The 
dividend rate declared will determine 
the price at which those shares should 
sell in the open market. In the mean- 
time, it is well to keep in mind that 
the shares of a railway equipment man- 
ufacturing company at best are a spec- 
ulation.

Rails and Equipments Rise, 


But Pressure Is Exerted | 


Strong Against Specula- 
tion Issues —Many Stocks 
Decline. 


New York, February 23.—Resump- 
tion of trading over the holiday was 
attended by considerable activity and 
prices irregularity. Rails and equip- 


ments rose 1 to 3 points at the outset 
and several specialties as much as 
8 to 6 points. The advance in large 
measure was attributed to the sen- 
ate’s acceptance of the administration's 
railroad program, railway issues lead- 
ing the movement. | 
Selling pressure was soon exerted 


against speculative issues, including 
General Motors and aldwin Loco- 
motive, the former losing 4 points, 
while Baldwin dropped 5 points and a 
total of almost 8 points from ita best 
of the mid-week. 

United States Steel and associated 
industries recorded gross recessions of 
1 to 3 points, but rallied on the short 
covering of the final hour, steel mak- 
ing a net gain of the smallest frac-

Last week’s adverse showing of lo- 
cal banks was partly corrected, actual 
excess reserves increasing $28,536,000, 
thereby making up almost half the loss 
in that item.

“This Is the War of Every 
Person in United States,” 
Government Worker Tells 
Carpenters. 


John T. Smith, representing the labor 
department at Washington, and a mem- 
ber of the flying squadron sent out from 
that department for the purpose of 


placing before the working people the 
war aims of President Wilson, in an 
effort to secure undivided co-opera- 
tion In the present struggle, spoke last 
night to an enthusiastic audience of 
600 carpenters, at 28% Auburn avenue. 

Mr. Smith will speak at 10 o’clock 
Sunday morning to the Building Trades 
council at the Labor Temple, and Sun- 
day afternoon he will address a pub- 
lic meeting held under the auspices of 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades in 
the auditorium of Labor Temple. 

Mr. Smith assured the carpenters 
that their interests are being taken 
care of in the present crisis, and ad- 
monished them to be true to the gov- 
ernment. 


War of Every Person. 

“This is not the war of the capital- 
ist, nor is it the laborer’s war, but 
it is the war of every person in the 
United States,” Mr. Smith said.

At this point the applause of the au- 
dience became so enthusiastic that it 
was some time before thé*speaker was 
able to continue, but when he did, it 
was in the same strain. 

“There are a number of unpatriotic 
men who are taking advantage of the 
war situation and profiting by it, but 
the authorities at Washington are 
working this out and it ig expected 
that men of this type will soon be re- 
duced to a minimum.” 

Mr. Smith stated that he felt sure, 
by the unanimous feeling of interest 
shown by those present at the meet- 
ing, that when the laborers were call- 
ed upon to do their part, the unions 
of Atlanta would not be found want- 


ing. 
He urged the laboring people to con- 
tribute as largely as possible by buy- 
ing war savings stamps, or “Baby 
Bonds,” and to help out the Red Cross 
and the Y. M. C. A., in every possible 
way, and to also be loyal in the con- 
servation of food. 

“I would like to let every person in 
Atlanta know what the men and wom- 
en of labor, headed by the American 
Federation of Labor, are doing,” he 


said.

George Washington calling for his old 
friend, the Marquis de Lafayette, and 


referring to the great esteem in which 
he held Aim and of his valued advice 
and service to the new country. 

When Captain Andre Rostand, of the 
Twenty-ninth infantry, of the French 
army, responded to the call and appro- 
priately garbed in the costume of pic-

A VERITABLE BAYARD. 
“It is not so much the men who are 
winning the war, as it ig the women 


behind the men,” said Lieutenant Jean 
Alcide Picard at yesterday’s meeting 
in the Y. W. C. A. “The war will be 
as short as you make it. The work 
you are doing for. the American Red 
Cross is of great importance and vour 
Y. W. Cc. A. Work for the women and 
girls, is equally necessary. But, if all 
of you, as well as all of the men and 
children at home do nothing whatever 
twenty-four hours a day except to think 
victory, speak of victory, work for 
victory and pray for victory, then the 
war will be shorter. La 

“The question about the length of 
the war is one which all of you are 
desirous of asking. The war will be 
over when the allies win, is the only 
answer I can make. 

“There is a more vital question,” con- 
tirrued Lieutenant Picard. “You 
teners with the responsibility which 
one, ‘Am [| doing my full share to- 
ward bringing victorious peace as 
quickly as possible” It is up to the 
women of America to bring the war to 
a quicker ending.” ~« 

Questions Optimism.

Lieutenant Picard will have visited 
every army and navy training camp 
in the country by summer, for he will 
continue his tour on through the south- 
ern and western departments. He has 
already covered the northeastern, east- 
ern and central departments.

That Amount Spent Daily for 
Hogs and Cattle in’

Ten thousand dollars a day for hogs 
and cattle sold to one packing house, 
is mot a bad showing for Georgia's 
‘live stock industry, which is making 
Zreat and rapid strides towards the 
day when the state will feed herself, 
so far as meat is concerned.

The Victory Commission’s Appeal 


There has been no loyal and earnest cluhwoman in the length and 
breadth of our land who has not wondered if the General Federation of 
Woman's clubs would not undertake some magnificent piece of war work as 
the contribution of the clubwomen of America to the world’s need. 

Individually we have been working, and many clubs as well have under 
taken specific tasks, as the adoption of French and Belgian children, the 
rehabilitation of French cities, work in the cantonments here at home, with 
always increasing Red Cross work, but the clubwomen have not, hitherto, 
perfected plans for the consummation of a task that would stand as a monu- 
ment to the consecration of our women to the nation’s service. 

Such a work has now been planned. The machinery for its accomplish- 
ment is now being put into action. Let us not fail in this, even as we 
never yet have failed in any project for humanity’s betterment. 

DO YOUR SHARE. 

Each clubwoman, north, south, east and west, is asked to give one 

dollar—or more—for a fund of at least a quarter-million of dollars, to be 


used to establish in France recreation houses, medical dispensaries, and to 
do such other war work as is possible, acting under governmental advice. 
The fund is to be collected and administered by the War Victory com- 
mission, G. F. W. C., created, with power to act, by the board of directors, 
G. F. W. C., in session at Hot Springs, Va., January 25, 1918, said commis- 
sion consisting of ten members. ! 

The War Victory commission is delegated a gigantic task, to accomplish 
which successfully and with honor to the clubwomen of the nation will 
require earnest effort and entire co-operation. 

The president of the G. F. W. C., Mrs. Cowles, and your chairman of 
the War Victory commission conferred with Mr. Fosdick, at Washington, 
Saturday, January 26, concerning the proposed plan of establishing recrea- 
tion houses in France for our own American soldiers, learning that he con- 
siders this work of vital importance and absolutely necessary if the morale 
of the army is to be maintained and our soldiers returned to us sane, clean 
and well-balanced. 

DIRECTED BY GOVERNMENT. 


Under commission of the government, Mr. Fosdick is immediately leaving 
for France to study plans, ways and means by which such recreation centers 
can be quickly established. He will be absent about two months, and it is 
the hope of the commission and the board of directors that by the time he 
returns and lays his plans before us we will have the money to begin the 
work which he believes the greatest work the women of America can under- 
take. It will cost not less than $25,000 to maintain each recreation house 
for one year. From time to time letters will be issued as the plans shall 
develop for establishing and maintaining said houses and dispensaries. 

The plah of procedure, already submitted to and approved by the board 
of directors, G. F. W. C., is as follows: 

The states have been divided into eight districts of six states each, 
each district to be under the supervision of a member of the commission, 
who will be directly responsible for the work in her district. Each district 
chairman will at once name a state chairman for each state under her juris- 
diction, and forward said names immediately to the chairman of the War 
Victory commission; the board of directors indicated its desire that the 
director from each state shall serve as state chairman. Ten members of 
the General Federation of Woman’s clubs were appointed members of the 
commission. In these states, therefore, the district chairman will appoint as 
state chairman the General Federation state secretary or the state president. 

District chairmen will report full details to the chairman of the War 
Victory commission weekly. 

It will be the duty of each state chairman to organize her state, which 
she is privileged to do in the way she deems best suited to local conditions. 
The commission desires results—not to dictate methods by which results 
are attained. 

DIRECTORS CONTRIBUTE FIRST $5,000. 


The first $5,000 of the fund will be contributed Individually by the board 
of directors, G. F. W. C. -It is desired to raise the entire fund by April 1, 
that it may be reported complete at the biennial convention. 

This organized effort by the clubwomen of America to raise a huge 
fund for war work is the first attempt of the kind to be made by women, 
so far as has been learned, although many organizations have given to the 
various funds, such as Y. W. C. A., K. of C., library, recreation, etc. 

This splendid work, then, is ours. It is an effort into which we should 
put our enthusiasm, our faith, our trust, in the deep conviction that we, the 
clubwomen of America, by this gift to be used for our men and boys who 
are fighting in this war for world liberty, shall indicate our loyal desire 
also to serve our nation to the end of victory and true peace. 

Mrs. Robert T. Daniel, of Griffin, is state chairman for Georgia of this 
fund and will announce her plans at an early date. 

It is such a wonderful opportunity to work collectively, and there is 
great need for haste, since our soldiers are going in great numbers “over 
there.” 

This is peculiarly our own work, and, while each of us has given, it 
would seem at times, almost to the breaking point, is one dollar, or even 
more, any great sacrifice now for our women, when we remember our 
splendid soldier boys would make the supreme sacrifice for us? 

A quick, intensive campaign is more productive of results than a long 
drawn out one, and I am sure no club in the state will wish to delay in 
sending its full quota for this fund. )

Second District Reports 


The domestic science committee in 
Albany has done some splendid work 
this club year. In the fall it was de- 
cided to hold “demonstration lessons” 
every two weeks and these lessons have 
been attended well and promise re- 
sults. 

The plan is as follows: 
is assigned to two members of the 
class who give a short talk on the 
subject and then proceed to actually 
prepare and cook the food under dis- 
cussion, the class observing. This year 
when the conservation of food has be- 
come such a burning question of the 
moment it was natural that “war re- 
ceipts” of all sorts have been tried 
out and discussed. The class has ca- 
tered for several entertainments, there- 
by adding a nice little sum towards the 
furnishing of a kitchenette, which is 
one of their dearest hopes. Besides 
this catering for money, the domestic 
science class has prepared several ban- 
quets for the Y. M. C. A. drive, which 
was so successful here, thereby con- 
tributing their bit as an organization 
toward war relief work. Their thank- 
offering of $10 contributed towards 
Tallulah Falls school has already been 
noted. This department of the Albany 
Woman's club is one of the most popu- 
lar and successful of the various 
branches of the club. 


Bach lesson 


It is the hope of the district chair- 
man of home economics that each club 


in the district will take up the study 
of home economics or seek to promote 
work along this line. Saye are three 
kinds of clubs in this district, the 
Study class, Parent-Teacher and Civic 
league. Now, in the first, a definite 
course in domestic science should be 
lanned, If possible have a leader who 
as had a course at some school in 
this work; in nearly every community 
there is a young lady who has studied 
science, whose _ interest 


domestic science teacher, if the school 
board has one, will no doubt be willin 

to organize a class of club women andl 
co-operate with them, If neither of 
these are possible, do not give up, but 
select a leader from your club, meet 
regularly, use a text-book for guidance 
and hold informal discussions on the 
subject under immediate consideration. 


Parent-Teacher associations have a 
splendid opportunity since they are 
fin touch with school work, and here 
is where domestic science is particu- 
larly needed. If the subject is taught 
in your high school then try to get it 
in the grammar grades also, it is need- 

more in the lower grades even than 
in the high school. It would reach 
many more and do a vaat deal of good 
in training the young in ‘good and use- 
ful habits. . 
'

STARTS BIG WAR FUND 


New Victory Commission 
Makes Direct Appeal to 
Georgia Club Women. 


At the meeting of the board of ai- 
rectors of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs recently held in Hot 
Springs, Va., it was decided to raise a 
fund of $250,000 for special war service. 
Thie fund is to be administered by a 

War Victory commidgsion,” of which 
Mrs. Delphine Ashbaugh, of Detroit, is 
chairman; Mrs. A. J. Peterson, of Ne- 
braska, vice chairman, ‘and Mrs. 
George Perkins, of Boston, treasurer. 
The board members pledged $5,000 as a 
nest egg from their own body. Presi- 
dent Wilson's words were adopted as 
a motto: “To this task we dedicate 
our lives, our fortunes, everything 
that we are and everything that we 
have.” 

The General Federation Magazine 
willbe used asthe means of approach- 
ing women all over the country, and 
the details of the project contem- 
plated will soon be issued by a special 
committee. 

Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpatrick, former presi- 
dent of the Georgia state federation, 
now director for Georgia, has been 
elected one of the ten members of the 
victory commission; and now, in addi- 
tion, is supervisor for the states of 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee and Florida. 

She has appointed Mrs. Robert T. 
Daniel, of Griffin, state secreetary of 
the general federation, as chairman 
for Georgia for the new Victory com- 
mission. 

Mrs. Ashbaugh Well Known. 

Mrs. Ashbaugh, chairman of the vic- 
tory commission, is well known to the 
club’ women of America She is a 
brilliant speaker and an indefatigable 
wotker. 

In the editorial column today ap- 
pears Mrs. Fitzpatrick’s detailed out- 
line of the work of the commission, 
and her plea that Georgia respond 
quickly and generously to the appeal 
for funds for the soldiers in France. 
Every club woman should read it, and 
respond at once. 

Plan of Werk. 

According to the plan of work issued 
by Mrs. Ashbaugh, it is the privilege of 
the state chairman to decide whether 
she will appoint vice chairmen in dis- 
tricts or counties to assist her in her 
work, or whether she will appoint an 
executive committee in her own town 
and work directly through the clubs. 
The latter method is advised as that 
which would more quickly set the club 
in action. Each state chairman will 
report weekly to her district chair- 
man. 

It is requested that each club presi- 
dent shall divide the membership of 
her club into groups, appointing a 
committee ineach roup to ask for and 
obtain $1 or more from each member of 
the group, to be paid by April 1, in or- 
der that the funde may bein the 
hands of the treasurer of the war ¥ic- 
tory commission by April 10, to be.re- 
ported in full detail at the Dienria) 
convention April 28, 1918-May 8, 1988, 
Hot Springs, Ark. . 

Businesslike Procedure. 

The funds thus contributed by each 
club shall be sent at once to the state 
chairman, who will tissue a_ receipt 
therefor and who will forward same to 
her district chairman, who will issue a 
receipt therefor; the district chairman 
will forward all funds received to the 
treasurer of the war victory commis- 
sion, Mrs. George W. Perkins, $31 
Crawford street, Boston, Mass. who 
will issue a receipt therefor. If, how- 
ever, any state desires that this fund 
shall pass through its own treasury, 
then the state chairman will forward 
the funds to her state treasurer, 
who wil then forward same _ to 
district chairman, and 80 on to 
the treasurer of the War Victory 
commission, C. G@. W. C. All funds re- 
ceived will be deposited by the treas- 
urer, Mrs. Perkins, who is required to 
give bonds from some reputable trust 
company) in a national bank in Boston, 
to the credit of the War Victory com- 
mission, G. F. W. C.

The i4th biennial convention of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
will be opened in Hot Springs, Ark., 
Tuesday night.

The 
meeting will be held at the Hotel Hast- 
man, official biennial headquarters, and 
will be followed by the tri-state re- 
ception given by Arkansas, Texas 
Loulsiana to the women of the general 
federation.

Mrs. William Pedrick, Jr.. of New 
York city, chairman of the biennial pro-

Mrs. Inman in an interview yesterday, 
“that there has been appointed on every 
county council of the state, Council of 
Defense, a woman member, that wom- 
an the chairman of the woman’s unit 
of the woman's committee, Council of 
National Defense, in her county. 

In other words, when the State 
Council of Defense organized county 
councils and appointed a woman mem- 
ber, they selected the woman who was 
ohairman of the county unit of the 
women’s committee, Georgia division, 
Council of National Defense, thereby, 
through the one woman, co-relating 
the patriotic efforts of the two organi- 
zations in each county.

“Whether they know it or not we 
are a part of every department of the 
mational war defense program with 
which men concern themselves,” said 
Mrs. Inman. 

“We are not working as an auxiliary 
or an adjunct, but we are actually a 
part of the federal machinery, created 
to carry on the war defense program. 

“It is a great responsibility put upon 
the women of the nation, but at the 
same time it is @ great privilege for 
any woman who can work for her 
country through the authorized gov- 
ernmental channel, the woman's com- 
mittee, Council of National Defense. 

“In the state divisions of this national 
organization are all the women’s or- 
ganizations doing any form of war 


National Defense. The same is true of 


defense work. 


“Any woman who is a member of an 
accredited organization is a member 
of the woman committee, Council of 
National Defense. 

“For example, any woman who is a 
member of the D. A. R. in Georgia is a 
member of the Georgia division, Coun- 
cil of National Defense, because the 
entire state organization of the D. A. 
R. belongs to the Georgia Council of

“An important duty of the woman’s 
committee in Georgia,” continued Mrs.

The hotel is full of British, French 
and American officers. There are few 
men out of uniform.

We have as 
many warm clothes as we need and

| rived at. One of them defers for the time 

being and possibly until the ist or even the 
‘15th of April, the third Liberty Loan. On the 
| resumption of business after the Christmas 
holidays it was announced the third loan 
would be floated on the 15th of February, and 
the greatest campaign of educational and 
‘heart-to-heart talk literature ever contem- 
plated in this or any other country, was ac- 
' tually put in motion. 

Special writers, designers, artists, cartoon- 
ists, compilers, editors and executives were 
employed to bring the patriotic and invest- 
ment features of the flotation before every 
man, woman and child, of every coneeivable 
speaking tongue, tn America. They have 
done this work well, and all is ready. The 
bonds are printed. The state and county and 
city and town organizations have been per- 
fected. The only thing remaining is to 
push the button and start it off. 
| But there ewill be no button pushing for 
some weeks yet.

demand for two to three dollars to provide 
the same family essenti@s that a single do!- 
| lar did a year ago. eo." 

All of these fdttors combine to make the 
present hour, certainly, ingpportune for th: 
loan, it is believ@d, and hence the conclusion 
to defer.

dent Davis’ Cabinet—Tells 
‘Why General Toombs Did 

. Not Entertain President in 
Georgia. 


By Patrick H. Calhoun. 

There were many interesting events 
preceding and attending the last meet- 
ing of Jefferson Davis, president of 
the Confederate States of America, and 
his cabinet. 

The meeting was held in the Georgia 
Bank building, in the city of Wash- 
ington, Ga., on May 5, 1865. The bulld- 
ing has been sometimes called the 
Heard building, but did not become the 
Heard building until November 6, 1870, 
after the war was over. 

For the informaation ¢ontained in 
this article, I am largely indebted 
to Mrs. Ruth Irwin, president of the 
United Dafghters of the Confederacy 
of ,-Washington, Ga.; Miss Annie M. 
Lane, a valued member of the Georgia 
Historical association, and the historian 
of the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy of Washington, and from 
memoirs left by Mrs. M. E. Robertson, 
of Savannah, Ga., now in possession 
of the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. 

Before describing the last meeting of 
the cabinet I will note some changes 
that occurred previously and the per- 
sonnel of the cabinet when it last met. 

The First Cabinet. 

The first cabinet organized by Mr. 
Davis were Robert Toombs, of Georgia, 
secretary of state; C. C. Memminger, 
of South Carolina, secretary of the 
treasury; John H. Reagan, of Texas, 
postmaster general; Stephen R. Mal- 
lory, of Florida, secretary of.the navy; 
Walker, of Alabama, secretary 
of war. The department of justice, a 
new department which congress had 
created and quite an improvement on 
the Washington, D. C., cabinet, was 
filled by Judah P. Benjamin, under the 
title of attorney general. 

Mr. Toombs was the first 
| when he entered the army, 
appointed brigadier general. 
Toombs, while a member of the cabi- 
net, urged that all the available, men 
for the army should be brought east 
of the Mississippi river, as in case the 
war should be a prolonged one, the 
confederacy would be cut in twain. 
This event occurred. He also urged 
that what was done should be 
quickly, and in the first twelve months 
of the war, as nothing could withstand 
the ‘enthusiasm prevailing among the 
southern troops. He declared the first 
battle would be fought near Washing- 
ton, and he wanted 50,000 extra troops 
on hand to push the victory.

The Toombs Complaint. 

The question has often been asked 
why General Toombs did not entertain 
Mr. Davis and party at his home in 
Washington. The truth of the matter 
is, he and Mr. Davis were not on th 
best terms, owing to General Toombs 
not being promoted to major general 
after the battle of Sharpsburg, where 
Mr. Toombs distinguished himsélf, by 
feats of great generalship and heroism 
In battle, and was geverely wounded: 
General Longstreet said, “General 
Toombs saved the day.” 

Mr. Toombs felt very sorely at this 
treatment, and put the blame on Mr. 
Davis, but Hon. John H. Reagan said: 
“Mr. Davis favored his promotion, but 
General Lee opposed it, on account of 
the fact that General Toombs was not 


enough subject to military discipline, . 


and he was afraid to°trust him in such 
an important position,” and Mr. Reagan 


regretted that he did not tell General . 


Toombs the true status of the affair. 

Mr. Davis, his cabinet, including his 
private secretary, Hon. Burton H. Har- 
rison, who was the father of Mr. Fair- 
fax Harrison, the president of our 
great Southern railway,’ and other 
members of his party, reached Wash- 
ington, Ga., May 3, 1865, and were 
entertained at the palatial home of Dr. 
J. J. Robertson. 


A Digresasion. 

At this point in my story, I wish to 
digress a little from the main theme, 
and pay a tribute to the faihtful old 
Slaves of our southland. 

Mrs. Robertson, when informed that 
Mr. Davis was to be entertained at her 
home, at first was much disturbed for 
fear she could not properly entertain

Fonck had avenged his com- 
rade, the greatest of all the men who 
had ever driven planes above the shell- 
harried fields of France and Belgium. 
It was an epic achievement because the 
death of Guynemér caused more uni- 
versal grief along the 
"throughout France than any other sin- 
gle event in a year. Every flyer was 
‘out to get’ Weismann, but we all re- 
joiced when Lieutenant Fonck brought 
him down, for Fonck had been Guyne 
mer’s friend.”

The narrator of the now famous 
battle between the Germat ace and the 
avenger of Guynemer is Leonard M.

Every phase of war is 
grim and unroma...ic, and the cultiva- 
tion of freak air feats has been born of 
necessity rather than from any fond- 
ness fer the spectacular. 

“Looping will slow a machine up, 
thereby giving the looper a tactical ad- 
vantage over the enemy flyer who has 
not anticipated the move. There is 
Feally no such thing as & head-on bat- 
tle between planes. Bffective fire with 
‘the common ape of airplanes is, 


high-speed fighting planes are of the 
tractor type. 

“Effective fighting requiresghat one 
Maneuver to get the enemy from the 
top or from the rear. If one @éan come 
up from below, climbing at a fairly 
steep angle, and fring into the bottom 
of the enemy craft, an almost equally 
satisfactory advantage has been ac- 
quired. 

“Guynemer’s success is due in a 
large measure to his unerring accu- 
racy with his machine guns. Indeed, 
his plane was a flying arsenal. He 
carried two Vickers machine guns and 
a one-inch rapid-fire gun, manipulating 
any one of them with greater skill than 
any of his contemporaries. The deci- 
sive factor in an air fight is a shot that 
will cripple the enemy flyer. Wound- 
ing the pilot is more effective than 
merely damaging the machine. 

“Modern airplanes are so construct- 
ed that it is difficult to damage them 
vitally, even if the planes and fuselage. 
are riddied with bullets. 

“An anti-aircraft gun, of course, de- 
atroys a machine by literally blowing 
it to pieces. But in the individual 
duels the main objective is the other 
aviator. bea" / 

“How to escape an anti-aircraft Dar- 
rage is a moot question. Most airmen, 
think that aerial. ‘acmpbatiocs are the 
most effective artifice. Others hold 
that when an anti-aircraft shell bursts 
near the machine the angle of flight 
should be changed so slightly as to be 
imperceptible to the gunners below. 

“Too violent maneuvering is prima 
facie evidence that the placing of the 
first shot was dangerously accurate.

I well rethember “ry 
anxiety naeuiads Guynemer’s 
being listed as ‘disparu.’ It was sev. 
eral days before4t was known up and 
down the line that the greatest of all 
aces had struck his’ last blow for 
France, 

“The “advantage i, the enumerating 
of victories lies with the Germans, for 
most of the actual fights occur in terri- 
tory held by the Germans. The Ger- 
man method of scoring machines is a 
great deal less strict that the French 
oF British. Forcing a machine to de- 
‘scend in its own lines is not counted 
in the French ace record. But the Ger- 
mans, for any machine descending ‘out 
of control,’ will credit the boche tlyer 
with another machine brought down.
